WEEDS IN PASTURE. 


Don't Ovcvgrnxe, and. There Stay Be 


Fewer of Tliem. 


So long as the conditions iu nature 


surrounding the wild prairie grass re- 
main the same they will continue to 
grow in about the same proportions 
and to about the same extent. Man, 
however, changes natural conditions 
violently. By breaking sod and put- 
ting in crops be opens places which af- 
ford room for strange plants, weeds,' 
the seeds of which are carried thence 
ts neighboring grazing land. 
Even 


then they will not drive but tbe wild 
grasses if the latter are left to them- 
selves. On tbe contrary, if a farm is 
abandoned weeds may riot for a few 
years on the broken land, but the sod 
retakes the soil eventually in the prai- 
rie regions, and the weeds are crowded 
out. 


The most common cause of weed iu- 


vasiou of native pastures is overpastur- 
lug, whereby the wild grasses are kept 
down so that they canuot compete with 
the woods. Tbe latter, being unpalata- 
ble, 
usually are left undisturbed by the
